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Alx Perſons aſſiſting in the Exportation of any Wool, &c. to ſuffer Three Years Im- 
yriſonment without Bail; the Ship and Goods to be forfeited ar 4 Treble the Value. 


COMMANDERS of any Ship, Veſſel, or Sloop, neglecting their Duty, compounding for 
or conniving at the Exportation of any Wool, &c. ſhall Forfeit all their Pay, ſuffer Six 
onths Impriſonment, and be rendered incapable of any Service in the Navy. 


No Coverlids, Waddings, or other Manufactures of Wool lightly worked up, or put 

together ſo as the ſame may be reduced to and made uſe of as Wool again, or any Marraifes, 

or Beds ſtuffed with combed Wool, or Wool fit for combing, to be exported under the 
tke Penalties and Forfeitures as are inflicted for the Exportation of Wool. 


ALL Perſons convicted of the unlawful Exportation of Wool, and all Aiders or Abettors, 
ot paying the Sum recovered within Three Months, may be Tranſported for Seven Years 
as for Felony. And all Perſons Inſuring or procuring Wool, &c. to be landed in foreign

N O Wool, &c. to be loaded on any Horſe or Carriage whatſoever, or carried by Land 


within Five Miles of the Sea Coaſt but between Sun riſing and Sun ſetting, upon 
Forfeiture of the ſaid Wool, &c. and of the Horſes and Carriages employed in carrying 
the ſame. | | VE 


Taz Inhabitants of the Place, out of or through which any Wool, &c. ſhall be ſo carried). 


or exported, ſhall forfeit Twenty Pounds, if the V/ool, &c. ſo carried out or exported 


ſhall be under the Value of Ten Pounds. But if of greater Value, then Treble the Value 


thereof, with treble Coſts of Suit. 


Taz Owners of Wool, ſhorn or lodged within Ten Miles of the Sea Side in Kent and 
Suſſex, muſt, within Three Days after the Shearing thereof, give an Account in Writing 
of the Number of Fleeces, and where lodged, to the Officer of the next Port. 


Tux like Notice to be given before Removal, expreſſing the Number, Weight, Names 
of the Buyers, and Place to which it 1s intended to be carried, and a Certificate taken 
from the Officer who entered it, on Forfeiture thereof, and of Three Shillings per Pound 
weight, as if the ſame had been actually exported. 


PersoNs reſiding within Fifteen Miles of the Sea in Kent and Suſſex, ſhall not buy Wool 
before they have entered into a Bond, with Sureties, that all the Wool they ſhall buy ſhall 
not be fold by them to any Perſon within Fifteen Miles of the Sea. Or if found carrying 
towards the Sea Side in Kent and Suſſex, unleſs entered and Security given as aforeſaid, 
the ſame ſhall be forfeited, and allo Three Shillings jor every Pound weight. 


No Wool removed from the Place where firſt lodged after ſhearing, within ten 
Miles as aforeſaid, ſhall be lodged after the firſt Removal, within Fifteen Miles of the Sea 
in thoſe Counties, on Forfeiture thereof it found, or 3s. per Pound Weight by the Owners, 
if carried away. 


ALL Wool laid up or kid within Fifteen Miles of the Sea, in Kent or Suſſex, not 


entered as aforeſaid, ſhall be ſeized and forfeited. 


No Wool, &c. to be packed up in any Box, Barrel, Caſk, Caſe, Cheſt or any other 
Package, but Packs or Truſſes of Leather or Canvas, called Pack Cloth, and all ſuch

THz Iſlands of Jerſey, Guernſey, Alderney and Sark, are allowed to import from 
Southampton only 6600 Tods of Wool of 32 Pounds each, annually, under the Licence 
and Requiſition of the Governor to the principal Officers of the Cuſtoms there; but are 
obliged firſt to enter into ſufficient. Bonds to his Majeſty for landing them in thoſe Iflands; 
but if any Wool is exported from the ſaid Iſlands, the Perſon or Perſons concerned in it, 
ſhall forfeit the Wool and gol. for every Tod, on Conviction, &c | 
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
